Pursuant to Matthew Pryor's letter dated April 11, 2012, please find enclosed the 
following information for your convenience in review of my appeal request: 

1) Original FOIA letter/fax dated October 6, 2011 addressed to U.S. Department of the 
Interior Bureau of Indian Affairs; 

2) Fax and fax confirmation dated February 9, 2012 addressed to U.S. Department of 
Interior Bureau of Indian Affairs; 

3) Letter from U.S. Department of Interior Bureau of Indian Affairs dated March 1 
20 1 2 requesting a signed Consent to Release; 

4) Fax/Fax confirmation/Letter to U.S. Department of Interior Bureau of Indian Affairs 
dated March 2, 2012 with signed Consent to Release; and 

5) Partial denial letter from BIA dated April 1 1, 2012. 

I would ask that the Department of the Interior, Office of the Solicitor review my appeal 
request. I hereby reiterate my request for the documentation sought in the original Freedom of 
Information Act Request dated October 6, 2011. Mr. Pryor provided a partial denial in this 
matter pursuant to exemptions (b)(6) and 7(C) due to "privacy concerns" on April 11 2012 
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I am aware that Agent S. Garnenez from the Bureau of Indian Affairs received a copy of 
a surveillance report, supplemental reports and two DVDs from the acting supervisor of 
inspectors at the Apache Gold Casino-Gaming Office in San Carlos, Arizona on May 5, 201 1. I 
am also aware Agent Garnenez received a copy of the San Carlos Apache Tribal Police 
Department Report #2011-06285 which included supplemental reports, Apache Gold Casino 
reports/correspondence and a crash diagram. Each of these documents were noted to have been 
attached to Agent Garnenez' file. 

Each one of the documents and or surveillance footage noted were specifically noted in 
our FOIA request in October 201 1 . The records sought are records of the BIA and were under 
the agency's control at the time of the request. Further, it seems clear that it was BIA's intent to 
keep the documentation obtained through its investigation and relied on such 
documentation/footage to come to the disposition of its case wherein the case was ultimately 
closed and unfounded for any federal offense. 

If the Department of the Interior believes that any portion of the information contained in 
the above documentation should be redacted or is privileged, the FOIA still requires that any 
reasonable segregable portions of the record must be released. 

Finally, the limited documentation that was received in response to our FOIA request was 
heavily redacted including names of potential witnesses and officers that were present and/or 
investigated the incident. The exemption referred to is designed to limit disclosure of 
information including names, addresses etc., if it could be reasonably expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. In this particular matter, we are dealing with police 
reports or investigative reports where the author has prepared the document(s) in the scope of 
their employment and any information regarding the other officer(s) who were on duty or were 
present and/or investigated the matter are not and should not be afforded the same privacy 
expectations as private individuals. Also, witnesses who are interviewed by the police 
department or other investigative organizations know or should know that their information (or 
at least their names) will become public information at some point in the investigation. 

Therefore, I would ask that you reconsider the partial denial that was received on April 
1 1 , 2012. I look forward to receiving your response shortly.

On October 6, 2011, you submitted a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request with the BIA, Office of 
Justice Services, stating:

Pursuant to the Federal Freedom of Information Act, as Mr, and Mrs. Hooka's attorney and 
statutory representative, i am requesting a true and correct copy of the following: 

1. Any and all surveillance videos indoor and outside of the premises from April 23, 2011 
through April 24, 2011 from Apache Gold Casino, 

2. Any and all 91 1 audio files in the possession of BIA regardless of source. 

3. CD containing the raw data from any incident reconstruction completed in this matter; 

4. Any notes taken when completing any investigation; 

5. List of all evidence; known by the BIA or in possession of the BIA 

6. Any and ail forensic reports; 

7. Complete set of photographs taken concerning this incident; 

S. Any and all police officer interviews including audio, video and/or written; 

9. Any and all witness statements, audio and/or video recorded and/or written; and H 

10. Any and all supplemental reports. 

J respectfully request that you expedite your compliance with our above requests, and any 
related requested materials, so that I may evaluate any and all civil remedies my client s are 
entitled to. 

Contact my staff for any 
copying charges and when the report and related materials are ready* Thank you in advance for 
your anticipated cooperation. 

We have classified your request as an "other-use" request, meaning that you are entitled to up to 2 
hours of search time and 100 pages of photocopies before being charged for the processing of your 
request. Additionally, the Department of Interior does not bill requesters for FOIA fees incurred in 
processing "other-use" requests when their fees do not exceed $50.00. 

We have completed our search and review and have identified 1 document (totaling 26 pages) which is 
responsive to your request The fee for providing these documents is less than $50.00 and is not being 
charged in accordance with 43 CFR 2.16(b)(2) and 2.18(a). 

Portions of these documents have been withheld, pursuant to Exemption 6 of the FOIA (5 USC § 552 
(b)(6)) & Exemption 7(C) of the Freedom of Information Act, See (5 USC § 552(b)(7)(C)). The following 
information has been redacted: 

Names of Third Parties 
Personal Identifying Information 

Exemption 6 of the FOIA requires an agency to withhold information regarding individuals contained in 
personnel, and medical and similar files when the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, (5 USC § 552(b)(6)). A privacy interest exists if disclosure of 
the information to the public would violate the privacy of the subject individual and/or could cause 
injury or embarrassment to that individual. 

In determining whether to withhold Privacy Act covered information, the BIA-OJS performs a "balancing 
test". This means that we must weigh the individuals' right to privacy against the public's right to 
disclosure: 

1) First, the agency determines whether the individual has discernable privacy interest in the 
information that has been requested. 

2) Next, the agency assesses whether release of this information would serve "the public 
interest generally" (i.e., whether it would "shed light on the performance of the agency's statutory 
duties"). 

3) Finally, the agency assesses whether the public interest in disclosure is greater than the 
privacy interest of the individual in withholding. 

Likewise, Exemption 7(C) provides protection for law enforcement information when the disclosure of 
which "could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy " 
Exemption 7(C) similarly protects personal information of third parties. Examples of personal 
information generally protected from release are: an individual's personal home address, date of birth, 
social security number and personal identifying information as such release would constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 
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The information that we are withholding consists solely of the above categories of information 
pertaining to the individual named in the records. The BIA-OJS has determined that the individual to 
whom the above listed information pertains have a substantial privacy interest in protecting that 
information. Additionally, the BIA-OJS has determined that the disclosure of this information would 
shed little or no light on the performance of the agency's statutory duties and that, on balance; the 
public interest to be served by its disclosure does not outweigh the privacy interest of the individual in 
question. 

Thus, we have determined that the release of the information we have withheld is law enforcement 
data which could reasonably be expected to constitute a clear unwarranted invasion of personal privacy/ 
therefore, it may be withheld pursuant to Exemption 6 and Exemption 7(C). 

Additionally, within this case file, we have identified several documents from other agencies pertaining 
to this investigation which we could not release. In accordance with the Department of Interior's FOIA 
regulations (43CFR 1.22(b)(2)), we are referring this letter to the respective departments for a direct 
response to you.
